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Century of tradition 

Visions for improvement 

n the fall of 1984, the Board of Directors of Des 
Moines Public Schools gave me my first 
administrative assignment as Vice Principal at North High 
School. What was initially most clear to me was the strong sense 
of unity among the students, staff and community. Coupled with 
their common bond, however, was a pervasive sense of anxiety. 
North High had a long history of traditions and achievements 
and, although it was almost a century old, it was locked into a 
struggle for survival. 

In the previous two decades, three factors emerged to threaten 
the future of North: the growth of suburbs cut the enrollment in 
the Des Moines schools by one-third, the construction of Hoover 
High School decreased North's population, and the voluntary 
transfer program provided a way for minority students to leave 
their neighborhood schools in search of more and better programs. 
The enrollment at North was at an all-time low of approximately 
700 students. The decline made it difficult to offer a full 
comprehensive high school program. It was not unusual to have 
just a handful of students in advanced math, science and foreign 
language classes. 

The last half of the '80s proved to be a real turning point for our 
school. The community came together with students and school 
leaders to clarify the unique and essential mission for North 
High. Working together, they presented a solid case for shifting 
boundaries to maintain North as a neighborhood school with 
quality programs for all students. The scrutiny and struggle 
helped us all better understand the necessity of a clear vision of 
what we wanted to become. 

As we faced the next century, we knew we were a stronger, 
more dynamic school than we had been for some time. The North 
faculty was one of the best in central Iowa; courses were fortified 
with increased academic rigor, and students and staff had 
distinguished themselves with numerous honors and awards. 
Although North was viewed as a vibrant school on the cutting 
edge of quality changes, one aspect remained the same-the 
strong sense of unity and pride among its members. I considered 
myself indeed blessed to be a part of our common endeavor to 
nurture and empower students to reach their fullest potential.

art time jobs overwhelmed most students when 
combined with school and homework. Many endured 
JL long days, arriving to school at 7:50 a.m. for first hour, 
then going to work all night. People put themselves through 
all the stress for many reasons: To help parents out, to earn 
extra money, because they lived on their own, to pay for a car, 
to save up for college, to buy clothes, or to meet new people. 

Junior Curtis Jackson said, "I have two jobs so I can afford 
an engine to go in my shocking blue '87 
Cavalier." 

Minimum wage in 1981 was $2.35 and 
increased to $5.15 in 1999, which showed an 
increase of 46 percent. However, the inflation 
rate during the same time period rose 63.4 
percent. Students were working harder for 
less money, which effected their school work 
and their time for sleeping. 

Students like senior Derek Smith summed 
it up when he explained why he worked, 
"Money, pure and simple." 

"My mother made me get a job to have extra spending 
money on the weekends," said junior Brad Randies.

A century of cars and driving 

Since the Model T was introduced by Henry Ford in 1908, cars have 
been an intricate part of teenagers' lives. Nothing changed about 
students' fascination with cars except the price and the number of 
students who drove. In 1916, a Model T cost around $400. Most new cars 
cost over $15,000 in the 1990s. 

Automobiles became such a necessity, that almost every teenager and 
adult owned one. On a typical day, the North High parking lot exhibited 
close to every model, make, and trend in automobiles produced in the 
last two decades. That many cars created a hectic situation in the 
parking lot before and after school. 

One of the more expensive and "flashy" cars driven 
this year included senior Mike Wilson's 1991 white 
Plymouth Laser. He bought his car from Bob Brown 
Chevrolet for around $5,000. With "The Godfather" 
logo covering his entire rear window, he was easily 
identified entering and leaving the parking lot.

he bell rang and hundreds of students rushed down the 
hallways. Sound familiar? Yes, time for lunch. The favorite 
JL part of the school day for most students was definitely 
lunch time. 

A majority of the upperclassmen took advantage of their class 
status and left the campus, while the freshmen and sophomores 
remained at school. For those going out, choosing a fast 
food restaurant taxed their minds more than geometry 
or government classes. The students who stayed at 
school had but two choices, the cafeteria or vending 
machines. 

Out of a survey of 30 students, only four said they 
actually liked eating school lunch.

They all had to rush to eat 
and barely had time to chew. Students often broke traffic laws by 
speeding back to school at the conclusion of their lunch period. 
Becuase ot this hectic eat and run pace, many students complained 
about heartburn and found it difficult to concentrate during sixth 
period.

cademic excellence was a great tradition, 
yjk partially due to the variety of class offerings 
JL JL at North. After the basic core classes: English, math and 
science, came a long list of electives. Many of those classes were 
geared toward a certain career area, and the basic classes prepared 
students to go on to a four year university, vocational school or 
trade school.

"Being in Bio II has inspired 
me to want to become a medical doctor," said senior Aaron Moberg. 

Students got many advantages out of the classes they took during 
high school. They were more prepared for their years afterwards.

Learning about military life 

^( he Marine Corps ROTC had about 135 schools in the 
nation hosting their program. North High School 
was fortunate enough to be blessed with the program. When 
the program started out at North, they enrolled about 40 students. 
This year the program enrolled about 140 North High students 
and 240 students over all. The rest of the enrolled students came 
from East, Lincoln, Roosevelt, and Hoover High School. 

The ROTC program was opened at North in 1983. First Sergeant 
Bob McCarthy moved the entire program from Tech High School 
in July, 1985. The Marine ROTC was designed to develop 
leadership, better inform young people, and teach self discipline. 

En the classroom the students learn basic military drills and 
stances, first aid, proper customs, and courtesy's of the military. 
They also take part in many trips and fun activities. They did 
water survival training, repelling, and also made a trip to Paris 
Island. To fund these activities they do a lot of fund-raising, and 
receive some funds from the military. 

The classroom atmosphere was not what may have been expected 
in a military classroom. "I try to make it a tun env ironment tor the 
kids to learn in," said First Sergeant McCarthy. He is doing a good 
job of making the kids positive about the military; about 10 
percent of them go into the military. Many of the other students go 
to college with the help of Sergeant McCarthy and the ROTC 
program.
